Crown To Oppose Aboli-

Retention of Annuities. 


LONDON, March 23.—(#)}—Great 


Britain took a decisive stand today 
against the announced intention of 
Eamon De Valera, president of the 
Irish Free State, to abolish the oath 
of allegiance to the British crown and 
to withhold payment of the _ Irish 
Jand annuities. 

Speaking in the house of commons, 
J. H. Thomas, secretary for domin- 
ions, asserted the oath is an integral 
part of the treaty which established 
the Irish Free State 10 years ago, and 
that payment of the annuities con- 
stitutes a bargain between two peo- 
ples and England is determined it 
shall not be violated. 

A formal communication to this ef- 
fect will be sent to Dublin immedi- 
ately and will be published as soon as 
possible thereafter. 

The Irish treaty provides the form 
of an oath to be taken by all Free 
State officeholders. De Valera con- 
tends that although the form ie stipu- 
lated, the treaty does not make an 
oath mandatory.

Unique Conditions. 

Georgia has been holding primaries, 
of one fashion and another, for quite 
a few years but none of them like 
the one held Tuesday.

What en- 
thusiasm, or political interest, there 
was came from the desire of the more 
ardent Roosevelt supporters to give 
the New York governor a vote as 
large as physical conditions, which 
varied in the counties, would permit. 

Leaders Tuesday publicly explained 
what they have feared from the out- 
set. There existed in the preferential 
primary a marked apathy because the 
voters have been “urged” to go to the 
polls so often this year. The personal 
magnetism of Roosevelt, his great pop- 
ularity in Georgia, where he spends 
much of his time and the political 
winds pointing to his election helped 
to overcome what, without these fac- 
tors, was a striking indifference to 
what happened in another vote test. 

Foregone Conclusion. 

‘There was also, and this cut sharply 
into the size of the vote, a conviction 
in many counties that Georgia would 
cast an overwhelming vote for Roose- 
velt and thousands who ordinarily 
would have taken the time to go and 
vote for him as their choice remained 
away from the polls because they 
knew the result was a foregone con- 
clusion. 

While the vote in Fulton was larger 
than expected, and the Roosevelt ma- 
jority heavier than some observers 
had guessed, it reflected the apathy in 
many others. It was the third time 
in 14 days that the voters had a con- 
test to pass upon. 

In several counties, the primary for 
county offices was held just a few 
days ahead of the preferential pri- 
mary—in two counties these were held 
‘Cuesday—and in others the same pri- 
maries are to be held a day or so later. 
In the country districts this militated 
greatly against the size of the vote.

$10,000 DAILY COST ° 
ENTAILED BY NEWS 
OF SINO-JAP WAR 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(/)— 
The battle within a battle as foreign 
correspondents at Shanghai sought to 
get their “war” news back home was 
described by Charles Stephenson 
Smith, of the Washington bureau of 
the Associated Press, before the In- 
stitute of Far Eastern Affairs. 

Citing the intensive interest in 
America when the Chinese-Japanese 
hostilities were at their climax, Mr. 
Smith said that during this period 
American cable news from Shanghai 
and Tokyo was estimated at from 
10,000 to 30,000 words daily. 

“The cable rate on Shanghai press 
matter is 27 cents a word,’ he 
pointed out. Some of the matter 
came at full rates, which is $1,46 a 
word. There were single days when 
the tolls on news of the Shanghai 
fighting sent from the far east to 
the United States doubtless exceeded 
$10,000. This does not include dis- 
patches from Geneva and European 
capitals concerning the far eastern 
tangle. 

While correspondents on the scene 
flooded the seven cables available for 
transmission of news and the busi- 
ness offices noted the steadily rising

Other county officers were un- 


uation and 7 it as bad as it is.” opposed, 


Foster Fund Climbs to $549; 
Boykin Orders Early Trials 


City Detective Was Work- 


ing To Retrieve Lost 
Home at Time of Mur- 
der by Bandit. 


As the Courage Fund for the be- 
reaved family of the late Frank C., 
Foster Wednesday climbed to $549, it 


was learned that the brave detective, 


who paid with his life for performing 
his duty in thwarting the attempted 
robbery of a delicatessen, had lost his 
home because of economic pressure 
due to sickness of Mrs. Foster. 

“Red,” as Foster was called affec- 
tionately by his associates in the At- 
lanta police department, lost his home 
when Frank Clinton Jr.. now 4 years 
old, was born. Mrs. Foster was criti- 
cally ill and the savings of the little 
family were diverted te pay hospital 
and doctor's bills. 

Red lost his little home, and the 
only imsurance he was able to carry 
was the 82.000 to which all members 
of the police department are entitled 
under the group policy plan. 

Since Mrs. Foster was restored to 
health, the family has lived in a rent- 
ed place, but Red dreamed of the 
day when he again could provide a 
home of his own and was working to 
that end, when the  bandit’s bullet 
ploughed through his bedy as he bold- 
ly prevented the robbery of the lunch- 
room. 

Thought Only of Duty. 

When the bandit quartet invaded 
lunchroom, where Foster was 
seated after having been relieved of 
his duties for the day, and Red saw 
they intended to rob the place, thoughts 
of his family were momentarily ban- 
ished. He was not dreaming then of 
the little home he hoped to retrieve 
by frugal living. nor of the education 
he hoped provide for his loved 
Ones, 

There was one—only one—thought 
in his mind, That was to do his duty 
as an officer of the Atlanta police 
department. Heedless of the result, 
he boldly challenged the outlaws, and 
when the flash of pistols began, al- 
theugh himself mortally wounded, he 
brought down one of the quartet. 

Law enforcement officers Wednes- 
day were ready to place the four sur- 
viving members of the bandit gang 
on trial, but nothing the law can dv 
will restore Red to the fireside of his 
bereaved family. Never again will 
Clinton .Jr., 4, nor Climie, 8, his little 
doughter, know the joy of calling their 
“Daddy” and hearing his response.
